A total of 1285 
valid votes were cast, including 
Dawson and McGill. A close race 
was run between Nancy Inglis and 
Joan Watt for the position of 1st 
Vice-President. Inglis was the 
victor by one vole. Ballots were re- 
counted by scrutineers for both 
parties over and over again. Six 
ballots were cast that were con- 
sidered invalid, four would have 
gone to Inglis and two to Watt. 
Joan Wall then decided to concede 
the election to Nancy Inglis.

Air Raid Shelters

her native France. Her name: Ma 
dame J. R. Gilbert, nee Rachel 
Baune— a violinist and teacher un- 
surpassable for intelligence and in- 
spiration, and remarkable for her 
knowledge both musically and 
technically.

She 
studied under Ottokar Sevclk in 
Prague, and then under Carl Flcsch 
in Berlin. From these two famous 
teachers she learned violin tech 
nique and the correct manner of 
is execution, so that now she can 
explain and demonstrate it to her 
pupils; she is not content to let 
them "find it out as best they can." 
nor is she satisfied with things only 
half-learned. Later, she studied 
with the great Georges Encsco, and 
it is to him that she pays tribute 
for the purely musical side, the in- 
spiring interpretation, that she has 
given her pupils. Also, much of her 
knowledge comes from the original 
iource. For example, she studied 
the Max Bruch concerto with old 
Papa Bruch himself, and played 
the Faure Sonata, with Faure at 
the piano. Such knowledge, only 
too rare here in Canada, has been 
a constant delight and inspiration 
to her students. 

After making several concert 
tours in Europe, Madame Gilbert 
decided to take up teaching. Being 
of an excitable nature she found 
the strain of public appcarences too 
great to make constant perform- 
ances rewarding. And it is indeed 
fortunate for all who have studied 
with her that she made this deci- 
sion. Rarely has anyone been bet- 
ter equipped for being' a teacher. A 
woman of will, a perfectionist, she 
has the ability to inspire and also;

Democratic Awakening 

"They are also trained in a hard 
school of air-raids and Russian 
outrages to muddle throug all sorts 
ot embarrassing situations without 
losing nerve or morale. In Berlin I 
found real signs of a German de- 
mocratic awakening. Those people 
have really seen the difference be- 
tween democracy and dictatorship 
as demonstrated in the policies of 
the Western Allies and the Russians

Enjoyed Successful Season

Sports at Dawson started with a 
bang in October 1948 and increased 
in tempo throughout the season to 
reach a climax this week. From the 
very first day that students arrived 
in the Fall, practices for the out- 
door sports were called and lists 
went up for intramural spoils.

Obec Affirms Belief In 
Athletic Scholaships in Talk 



In a non-conclusive yet inforrrfa- 
tiv« McGill Radio Forum, spon- 
sored by the McGill' Debating So- 
ciety, two professors, Messrs. Van 
Wagner and Vie Obeck discussed 
"the AdYlsablllty of Giving Ath- 
letic Scholarships" with two stu- 
dents Leo Kolbtr and Conrad Shat- 
ncr. 

The «ne thlnr that came of thl* 
discussion, were Ihe statements of 
Mr. Obcek In regard to Ihe elig- 
ibility form ihey C.T.A.U. requires 
evary prospective player lo sign. 
Mr. Obeck showed very plainly 
that It Is very hard to control a 
graduate taking a poor boy In hand 
and putting him through college 
beeause of Ills athletic ability. 
However, the eligibility form atales 
that the slgnce Is In no way being 
^enumerated directly or Indirectly 
for his services en said team. Thua 
the studtnt is definitely purging 
himself on something ha would be 
vtry foolish not to take advantage 
of. 

In stating his case for athletic 
scholarships, Mr. Obeck pointed out 
that he believes in a happy medi- 
um for a scholarship, one that will 
be awarded to a student who com- 
bines good scholastic standing with 
personality, leadership and athletic 
ability and in that way would give 
the school better students in addi- 
tion to better teams. Another point 
was brought out by Mr. Obeck 
from a question by Conrad Shat- 
ner. The question was if there was 
any tie up in the fact that in the 
so-called Minor Sports, in which 
there is no question of athletic 
Scholarships McGlll walks off with 
a good percentage of the champion- 
ships while in the "Major Sports" 
McGill has very great difficulty to 
do same. Mr. Obeck showed that 
the reason why this is so can be 
traced to the fact that McGlll Is 
getting her share of good competit- 
ors for the minor sports but the 
indirect scholarships given by the 
other collages are luring the cream 
of the crop for the major sports 
away from McGill. 

Mr. Van Wagner, who took the 
opposite point of view to Mr. 
Obeck pointed out that sooner or 
later all teams in the league will 
rin the same as the school who is 
giving Ihe scholarships, and in no 
time the schools are full of ath- 



letes. Mr. Kolber backed up Prof. 
Wagner's view stating that it is not
